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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: the proposed amendments to independent claims 1 and 17 were 
discussed in view of US 4,437,651 , and it was determined that the proposed limitation "during operation of said furnace 
or reactor" in independent claims 1 and 17 would necessitate further consideration and/or search. In addition, the 
"movability" in claims 1 and 17 was discussed in view of interpretations of both "thermal expansion" and "physical" 
movement, as well as movement in a vertical direction. The interpretation of the limitation "made of one single piece" 
was discussed and remains disputed. Briefly, GB 2 377 008 (from the international search report) was also discussed. 
The applicants will likely file either an after final amendment or an RCE in response to the final rejection of 10/4/07 and 
this telephone interview.
